Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled Disc 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Three components on the DVD explicitly present young-faced women in school uniforms 
being lead through sexual conduct by noticeably older men. The hesitant demeanour of the 
women and their and their clothing and appearance give the impression they are between 
14 to 16 years of age. One component in particular presents the progressive stages of the 
sexual grooming of a teenage girl. These components are designed for the sexual arousal of 
adult males. They unequivocally give the impression that teenage girls are seeking sexual 
guidance from, and are legitimate sexual partners for, adult men. They cause the DVD to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights Act on the 
application of the classification criteria. The classification of these publications interferes 
with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that reflects the concern of a free 
and democratic society to prevent the availability of publications that promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
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
